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DETAILED ACTION 

(1) . Applicants' Appeal Brief filed on 2/23/201 1 has been received. 

Claims 1-3 were cancelled before. 

The rejections of claims 4 and 5 in prior Office Action dated 6/28/2010 are withdrawn. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

(2) . Claims 4-5 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon further re-considerations for the arguments raised in the Appeal Brief, instant 
claims 4 and 5 are in condition of allowance in view of the technical features presented in instant 
claim 4 as: regenerating the physical scrubbing agent in a multi-step regeneration, wherein the 
multi-step regeneration unit is equipped with at least one device each for CO enrichment, H 2 S 
enrichment, CO2 stripping and thermal regeneration; the hydrated tail gas is compressed and fed 
to the device for CO Enrichment. Prior arts of the record - Hegarty (US 4254094) discloses the 
overhead effluent gas mixture 13 including CO, COS from l sl H 2 S absorber 10 to the shift 
reaction 15, in the flash drum downstream of 1 st H 2 S absorber 10, it flashed out valuable 
hydrogen carbon monoxide, although H 2 S absorber may be considered as CO enrichment device, 
however, 1 st H 2 S absorber is not a the regeneration unit. Flash drum 17 is considered to be CO 
enrichment in regeneration unit but the hydrate tail gas is not fed to the flash drum 17 as claimed 
by Applicants. The apparatus of prior art Hegarty (US 4254094) is illustrated in figure below: 
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The schematic diagram of Applicants' invention is also shown in figure below: feed gas 
1; regeneration unit 5; absorption unit 2; flash column 7, H 2 S enrichment unit 8; CO2 stripping 
unit 9; thermal regeneration unit 10; hydration unit 17; Claus plant 14; N 2 gas 24; compressor 19.

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In view of the difference cited above, it becomes evident that instant claims 4 and 5 are 
patentable over the prior arts of the record as to date of this Allowability Notice.
